Cont’d From Page 1 
emissions,” Koch and Pal- 
mucci’s legislation states. 

“This ordinance seeks to 
reduce the number of plas- 
tic bags that are being used, 
discarded and littered, and 
to promote the use of reus- 
able check-out bags and re- 
cyclable paper bags.” 

The ordinance would 
ban all retail-checkout bags 
made from plastic, includ- 
ing bags made from pe- 
troleum or natural gas and 
those made from biologi- 
cal sources such as corn or 
other plants. Degradable 
and biodegradable plastic 
bags would be among those 
banned. 

Violators of the ban 
would first receive a writ- 
ten warning, which would 
include a 14-day period to 
correct the violation. A $50 
fine would be charged for 
the second violation, fol- 
lowed a $100 fine for subse- 
quent violations. The ordi- 
nance would be enforceable 
by police officers, agents of 
the Quincy Health Depart- 
ment and members of the 
Board of License Commis- 
sioners. 

Reusable bags — defined 


as machine-washable bags 
made from durable materi- 
als like cotton, polyester or 
polypropylene with a mini- 
mum lifetime of 125 uses 
and capable of carrying at 
least 22 pounds — would be 
exempt, as would recyclable 
paper bags, provided they 
are 100 percent recyclable 
and made from 40 percent 
post-consumer recycled 
content. Such paper bags 
would need be labelled as 
“recyclable” and “made 
from 40 percent post-con- 
sumer recycled content.” 

Certain plastic bags 
would be exempt from the 
ban as well, including bags 
used to carry produce, meat, 
seafood or other food items 
to the point of the sale in- 
side a store or to prevent the 
items inside from coming 
into contact with other food. 
Newspaper bags and laun- 
dry and dry-cleaning bags 
would also be exempt. 

More than 80 communi- 
ties across Massachusetts 
have enacted bans on sin- 
gle-use plastic bags in re- 
cent years. Boston is among 
those communities that have 
done so; its ban began phas- 
ing in late last year.

inside the revolving fund 
to pay for road and side- 
walk repair without seeking 
council approval for each 
allocation. The department 
can spend up to $350,000 
from the fund each fiscal 
year, beginning with the fis- 
cal year that starts July 1. 

Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Al Grazioso said 
National Grid’s work on the 
city’s roadways is some- 
times inadequate. 

“When they do work on 
the roadways, sometimes it 
isn’t up to par. We’ve gone 
back in the past and we’ve 
repaired their trenches, so 
we’re going to charge them 
for that,” he said. 

In addition, Grazioso said 
the city might have its con-

tractors handle roadwork on 
major thoroughfares after 
National Grid projects, in- 
stead of having the utility 
and its contractors do so. 

“If we know they’re go- 
ing to do a main road, we 
may look at that and say it’s 
better for our contractors to 
do the work ,”” Grazioso said. 
“We can control it better. 
We don't always trust some 
of the contractors they may 
be using.” ; 

Other communities do 
the same thing, the commis- 
sioner added . 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said he wished the 
city could do more to hold 
National Grid accountable 
for maintenance of its infra- 
structure in Quincy. 

“I support this. I wish 
there was something more 
that we could do in terms 
of National Grid’s mainte- 
nance,” he said. “We went 
through this with Hurricane 
Irene. Half the city was 
without power for three or 
four days and it was because 
they had cut back on their 
maintenance crews that do 
routine maintenance in an 
effort to save money and in- 
crease profits.” Rig

Mayor Thomas Koch an- 
nounces residents in flood 
zones will see a5 percent 
reduction in their flood in- 
surance. bills following an 
upgrade in how the Federal 
Government rates the City’s 
flood-protection - planning 
and infrastructure. 

The Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency, 
which manages the. federal 
flood insurance program, 
increased what is called the 
Community Rating System 
(CRS) score to a rating ob- 
tained by only five other 
communities in- Massachu- 
setts. No city or town in 
Massachusetts has a higher 
rating. 

Factors considered by 
FEMA include the broad 
range of flood-protection 
projects undertaken by the 
City over the last. several 
years; its years-long pro- 
gram of helping individual 
homeowners obtain appro- 
priate elevation certificates 
for their properties; and de- 


veloping a comprehensive 
process across City depart- 
ments to work through per- 
mitting and other flood-zone 
related issues with residents. 

The rating: upgrade will 
benefit nearly 4,000 home- 
owners across the City who 
are required by federal law 
to carry flood insurance. The 
average policy owner will 
save $150 annually. June is 
the first full month this low- 


ered Rate Class will impact 
policies, and policy holders 
should contact their indi- 
vidual insurance agency as 
policy renewals approach.

MA Dept. Of Public Health 
Offers Summer Safety Advice 


With the arrival of summer and activities increasingly 
moving outdoors, the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (DPH) reminds families, caregivers, summer pro- 
gram leaders, and camp counselors to take extra precautions 
to keep young children safe this summer. 

Water and Pool Safety 
Drowning is a leading cause of death among young chil- 


dren, both nationally and in Massachusetts, with backyard 


pools posing the highest risk for children under the age of 
5. The signs of drowning may be hard to detect, with very 
little splashing or cries for help. Once a child is in danger, 
it can take as few as 20 seconds to fall below the water and 


only minutes to drown.

* Children should be supervised in and around water at 
all times. 

¢ Whenever infants and toddlers are in or around water, 
including the bathtub, an adult should be within an arm’s 
length at all times providing “touch supervision.” 

© Do not ‘drink alcohol while supervising children. 

* Install a four-sided pool fence that completely separates 
the house and play area of the yard from the pool area. Con- 
sider automatic door locks or alarms to prevent access. 

* After the children are done swimming, secure the pool 
so they cannot get back in. 

* Remove floats, balls and other toys from the pool after 
use so that children are not tempted to reach for them. 

¢ Keep rescue equipment (such as a shepherd’s hook or 
life preserver) and a phone by the pool. 

¢ For children who cannot swim, use a U.S. Coast Guard- 
guard approved life jacket. Do not use air-filled or foam 
toys, such as “water wings,” “noodles,” or inner-tubes, in 
place of life jackets. These toys are not designed to keep 
swimmers safe. . 

¢ Learn cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR). The Red 
Cross offers a variety of CPR/AED, first aid, lifeguard, 
swimming, water safety, and emergency preparedness train- 
ing. For information on classes, visit http://www.redcross. 


¢ Select swimmi sites that have lifeguards, whenever 
possible, and swim only in designated swimming areas. 

¢ Always swim with a buddy. 

In the summer months in New England, the inside of a 
vehicle can be a very dangerous place for children left in- 
side. The temperature in a closed car in the summer sun ‘can 
rise quickly and the vehicle can become a deadly place for a 


child, left even for just a moment. 


¢ Never leave children alone in‘a parked vehicle, even 
when they are asleep or restrained, and even if the windows 
are open. 

* Always check inside the vehicle - front and back - be- 
fore locking the door and walking away. 

¢ If a child is missing, check your vehicle first, including 
the trunk. 

¢ Do things to remind yourself that a child is in the vehi- 
cle, such as placing your purse or briefcase in the back seat 
so you will check the back seat when you leave the vehicle. 

¢ Always lock your car and keep the keys out of chil- 
dren’s reach. 

* Ensure adequate supervision when children are playing 
in areas near parked motor vehicles. 

¢ Ask your childcare provider to call you right away if 
your child does not show up for childcare. 

If you see a child alone in a hot vehicle, call the police. 
If they are in distress due to heat, get them out as quickly as 
possible and call 911 immediately. 

Remember, all children ages 12 and under should ride in 
the back seat, properly restrained, even during quick trips 
to the corner market. Infants and toddlers should remain in 
rear-facing car seats until they reach the highest weight or 
height allowed by their car safety seat manufacturer, At a 
minimum, children should ride rear-facing until they are at 
least one year old and weigh at least 20 pounds. You can 
find more information on child passenger safety on the DPH 
website. 

Window Safety 

Falls are the leading cause of injury to children, and falls 
from windows involving young children are especially seri- 
ous. Window falls are preventable. Screens are not strong 
enough to protect children from falling out of windows. 
In order to prevent window falls, parents and caregivers 
should: 

¢ Keep low furniture — and anything a child can ¢limb 
on - away. from windows. 


¢ Open windows from the top, not the bottom, when pos- 


sible. 

¢ Lock all unopened doors and windows. 

¢ Be sure children are always supervised. 

¢ Install quick-release window guards which can be 
found in most hardware stores.

How often have you fall- 
en asleep with the lights, or 
television on, or even stayed 
up late to use your computer 
immediately before going to 
bed? 

A crucial factor in regu- 
lating sleep and your bio- 
logical clocks appears to be 
exposure to light or dark- 
ness, so nodding off with 
lights on may not be ben- 
eficial for a good night’s 
sleep. Exposure to light 
stimulates a nerve pathway 
from the eye to parts of the 
brain that control hormones, 
body temperature and vari- 
ous other functions that 
play a part in making us feel 
drowsy or wide-awake. 

Too much light, right 
before bedtime may inhibit 
you from getting a good 
night’s sleep. In fact, one 
study found that exposure to 
unnatural light cycles may

have valid consequences for 
our well-being including in- 
creased risk for depression. 
Regulating exposure to light 
is a useful way to keep cir- 
cadian rhythms in check 

Helpful tips include: 

¢ During the day, find 
time for sunlight, or pur- 
chase a light-box to supple- 
ment your exposure to light. 

* At night, keep your 
sleep environment dark. 
Light-blocking curtains, 
drapes or an eye mask can 
also assist, and if you find 
yourself waking up in the 
middle of the night, avoid 
as much light as possible 
by using a low illumination 
night light. 

* Prior to bedtime, limit 
television viewing and com- 
puter use, especially in the 
bedroom, as they impede 
quality sleep. 

Setting good sleep hab- 
its is specifically important 
for infants and children, as 
it directly influences mental 


and physical development. 
Circadian rhythms develop 
at about six weeks, and by 
three to six months, most 
infants have a regular sleep- 
wake cycle. : 

Recently, a new study 
conducted is advising wom- 
en to beware. Scientists are 
saying that sleeping with a 
light on or the TV going in 
your bedroom could actual- 
ly make you put on weight. 
That’s the finding of new re- 
search published in JAMA 
Internal Medicine. Though 
the study doesn’t prove 
that sleeping with a light on 
Causes weight gain, it sug- 
gests the two may be linked, 
the researchers said. 

Dr. Yong-Moon Mark 
Park, a postdoctoral fellow 
at the U.S. National Institute 
of Environmental Health 
Sciences in Research Tri- 
angle Park, N.C., pointed 
out that turning off the light 
while sleeping may be a 
valuable tool - for reducing

Dear Rusty: I will reach my full retirement age (FRA) 
in September of 2020 at age 66. My wife will be 64 at 


that time and will start drawing her SS at 1/2 of my ben-

Agency (FEMA) lowered 
the City’s Community Rat- 
ing System (CRS) to Rate 
Class 7. ‘Only five other 
communities across Massa- 
chusetts have obtained . the 


CRS Rate Class 7, the best 
Rate Class achieved across 
the state. 

This rating system is on 
a scale of one through 10; 
a Rate Class 10 indicates 
the most at-risk flood zones 
with the highest insurance 
policy rates. Each step down 
from Rate Class 10 equates 
a 5 percent premium reduc- 
tion. Quincy is now at a 
Level 7. In total, this means 
residents within Quincy’s 
flood zone are receiving a 
total 15 percent reduction 
in insurance. premiums with 
this new CRS assignment.

O’Donnell Reminds Homeowners Of Need To File Mortgage Discharges 


Register. of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reminds 
Norfolk County homeown- 
ers about the importance of 
filing a mortgage discharge 
after their mortgage has 
been paid off. 

“When a mortgage has 
been paid off, a mortgage 
discharge document needs 
to be recorded with the 
Registry of Deeds to clear 
a homeowner’s property 
title relative to that loan,” 
O’Donnell said. “A dis- 
charge is a document (typi- 
cally one-two pages) issued 
by the lender, usually with 
a title such as ‘Discharge of 
Mortgage’ or ‘Satisfaction 
of Mortgage.’ 

“In some cases,” noted 
O’Donnell, “discharges are 
filed directly by banks or 
settlement closing attorneys

with the Registry as part of 
a property sale or as a result 
of a refinancing transaction. 
In other instances, the mort- 
gage discharge is sent to the 
property owner who then 
becomes responsible for 
making sure the document 
is recorded. Whether or not 
a discharge is recorded by 


- the lending institution or the 


individual property owner, 
it is important that the prop- 
erty owner makes sure all 
necessary documents. have 
been recorded at the Regis- 
try of Deeds.” 

O’Donnell also said: 

“One way for a home- 
owner to check their title is 
by accessing the Registry’s 
online records at www.nor- 
folkdeeds.org and verifying 
if all mortgages associated 
with the property have been

discharged. Please remem- 
ber not having a mortgage 
discharged will result in a 
title issue and thereby im- 
pact the process of selling 
one’s home.” 

O’Donnell further noted 
that there have been cases 
where no discharge has been 
recorded against a long paid 
off mortgage. “Unfortunate- 
ly, some of the lending insti- 
tutions that provided funds 
for these mortgages are no 
longer in existence. In other 
cases, financial entities have 
merged with another lend- 
ing institution.” 

If a property owner needs 
to retrieve an original dis- 
charge of mortgage and is 


unclear which lending in-. 


stitution is now responsible 
for providing the document, 
an option is to contact the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Banks at 1-800-495-2265 
x-1 and then x-61501. An- 


other option is. to access — 
the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation website 
wwwfdic.gov. Then find 
the BankFind tab approxi- 
mately half way down the 
home page, put in the lend- 
ing institution in question, 


then click on the lending. 


institution link and you will 
be able to. determine who 
has responsibility for the 
mortgage. 

When recording a. dis- 
charge, the original docu- 
ment is required. The Regis- 
try of Deeds does not accept 
photo copies or faxed copies 
of documents. The filing 
fee, set by state statute, is 
$76.00.

Before firing up the propane grill for 4th of July, the Pro- 
pane Gas Association of New England (PGANE) recom- 
mend homeowners take the following steps to get the most 
from their outdoor appliances safely: 

1. Follow the Manufacturer’s Instructions. Whether 
it’s assembly, use, maintenance, cleaning, or storage, make 
your grill manufacturer’s instructions your go-to resource 
for safe grilling. 

2. Position the Grill in a Safe Location. Keep your 
grill outdoors and at least five feet from the house on a level 
surface that is clear of outdoor furniture, overhead trees, or 
other potential fire hazards. 

3. Check for Leaks. Use a soapy water solution to check 
connections for leaks. Expanding bubbles indicate a leak. 
Follow this procedure at the start of each season and every 
time you replace a cylinder. 

4, Follow Proper Lighting Procedures. Follow the 
manufacturer’s lighting instructions. With all grill models, 
keep the lid open and don’t lean over the grill when light- 
ing it. 

5. Follow Proper Relighting Procedures. If your flame 
goes out, turn off the gas and refer to your owner’s manual. 
At a minimum, with all grill models, keep the lid open and 
wait at least 15 minutes before relighting. 

6. Keep Propane Outdoors. Remember that propane 
tanks should NEVER be stored indoors or in an enclosed 
area such as a basement, garage or shed. 

7. Be Present. Stay close and never leave your grill unat- 
tended. 

Safety for Kids — The grilling area should also. be des- 
ignated as a “No Play Zone,” keeping kids and pets away 
from the equipment.

How To Protect Trees From Heavy Rains 


Spring in Massachusetts 
often means light rains that 
saturate the ground. While 
trees in the region are ac- 
customed to this amount of 
rain, too much water threat- 
ens trees’ ability to stand 
tall, strong and steady. 

Just like most living 
things, your plants, shrubs 
and trees can only handle so 
much water. When torrential 
downpours create puddles 
of standing water near the 
bases of tree trunks, prob- 
lems may occur above and 
below ground. 

“After approximately 
seven days, standing water 
can seriously prevent oxy- 
gen from reaching tree roots 
underground, which may 
contribute to root rot,” ex- 
plains Josh Fritz, a certified 
arborist and district: man- 
ager at Hartney Greymont, a 
Davey company. “And if the 
foliage retains water over 
time, the excess moisture 
can breed foliar diseases.” 
Anthracnose is a huge prob- 
lem right now. It effects 
oaks, dogwoods, maples, 
plane trees. Rust problems’ 
are also concern as this dis- 
ease will contribute to early 
leaf drop. 

Regardless of a tree’s 
health, flood-prone areas 
are particularly threatening 
to root systems. Similar to 
the way humans suffocate 
due to lack of oxygen, af- 
ter about seven days, root 
cells will die if they become 
saturated with water for an

. Flooding can also ‘cause 
floating debris to. dam- 
age trees and their bark 
and postpone tree care and 
maintenance. For example, 
proper tree trimming and 
fertilization applications 
are not possible with heavy 
amounts of rain collecting 
near trees. 

Fritz suggests monitor- 
ing low-lying areas at the 
bases of tree trunks to pre- 
vent rain from collecting 
in puddles. “Aerate low 
areas and incorporate com- 
post and soil before the rain 
falls. This will ensure your 
landscape is equipped with 
proper drainage capabili- 
ties,”. he says. Pruning the 
canopy will help increase air 
movement and deter disease 
pathogens from festering 
there, and it will improve 
trees’ ability to withstand 
excessive rain, Fritz says. 
Submerged foliage may not 
recover if not addressed in a 
timely manner. 

Trees may express sev- 
eral different warning signs 
as a result of flood damage, 
including structural dam- 
age, premature fall color, 
wilted leaves, discolored fo- 
liage, die-back, pest infesta- 
tions, exposed roots and/or 
an unstable trunk. Although

trees, removal isn’t always 
the best or necessary option.

but his signature. accom- 

- plishment at the club was 
leading the effort to rebuild 
the QTC clubhouse after 
it was destroyed by fire 41 
years ago. 

You could say it was the 
clubhouse that Philip built. 

Now, it is officially the 
Dr. Philip Maloney QTC 
Clubhouse. 

Earlier this month, the 
club dedicated the club 
house in memory of Dr, Ma 
loney on a beautiful suany 
and windless June afternoon 
ideal for tennis. The 
teemed and well-respected 
lifelong member of the clu 
died Nov. 16, 2017 at the 
age of 86. 

“His whole life he never 
asked for any recognition,” 
said Dr. Maloney’s wife, 
Frances Maloney, moments 
after she unveiled a plaque 
affixed on the clubhouse ex- 
terior wall near the main en- 
trance to the building in her 
husband’s honor. 

“He did his job and as 
long as he could it well 
that was okay but the fam- 
ily appreciates (this honor) 
because we know what he 
put into the Quincy Tennis 
Club and tennis in general. 
We are all very happy; he al- 
ways supported the Quincy 

Tennis Club.” 

The plaque, adorned with 
the Quincy Tennis Club 

. logo, is inscribed: 


Co 


“The Philip L. Maloney _ 


Clubhouse, : dedicated with 
gratitude for Dr. Maloney’s 
numerous contributions to 
QTC including his leader- 
ship in the rebuilding of 
the clubhouse following the 
1978 fire.” 

Family and club mem- 
bers agreed the clubhouse 
dedication is a fitting tribute 
and testament to Dr. Malo- 
ney’s love of the game, the 
club, and the community. 

“Dr. Maloney  dedi- 
cated himself to his fam- 
ily, his friends, his work 
and his tennis,” said Rich 
Griffin, a past secretary of 
the QTC who coordinated 
and emceed the dedication 
event. “His leadership in 
building the Quincy Ten- 
nis Clubhouse after it was 
demolished by fire in 1978 
was documented on our 
website and right here on 
our bulletin board. Most of 
us have probably read about 
it; I would urge you to do it 
if you haven’t it. It’s quite 
amazing.” 

Griffin said the club- 
house that Dr. Maloney 
and the others who donated 
their time, talent and money 
to “stands today 40 years 
later as testament of his 
love of the game and the 
tennis community at-large. 
We, the present members 
of the Quincy Tennis Club, 
are benefactors of his dedi- 
cation to tennis and to the 
Quincy Tennis Club and so, 

in turn, today, dedicate this 
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club’s history. There was bo 
guarantee the club — which 
had been around for 91 
years at that point — would 
continue. Some members 
abandoned the club; stagna- 
tion followed. 

Club members looked to 
Dr. Maloney for leadership 
and stewardship. He agreed 
to become club president for 
a second time and lead the 
fundraising drive to replace 
the clubhouse. The new fa- 
cility opened the following 
year in 1979. 

“Rebuilding the  club- 
house required a great deal 
of effort but my father was 
one who valued tennis, val- 
ued the Quincy Tennis Club 
and valued the community 
and this club _ represents 
something very good and 
important in our communi- 
ty,” said Tracy Maloney, one 
of Dr. Maloney’s daughters 
who spoke at the dedication. 

According to an account 
of QTC history, Dr. Malo- 
ney organized the talents 
and skills of many including 
future honorary members 
Irving “Joe” Risi and Mil- 
dred “Millie” Rickson. Mr. 
Risi was a master plumber 
and Mrs. Rickson was in the 
banking profession as well 
as a member of the QTC 
board serving as the treasur- 
er — a position she held for 
many years. 

Dr. Maloney and many 
others contributed personal- 
ly (time, skills and finances) 
to enable the undertaking of 
the rebuild. Member Andy 
Dalhquist was pivotal in 
organizing a successful fun- 
draising dinner dance at the 
Quincy Neighborhood Club 
located just a short volley 
from the QTC’s driveway 
on Glendale Road. 

As a result of seeing how 
easily QTC could have been 
lost, in this second presiden- 
cy Dr. Maloney established 
the capital fund. The value 
of the fund is that over time, 
sufficient funds are accumu- 
lated to enhance the secu- 
rity of the club in the event 
of another such unforeseen 
loss as the fire in 1978. 
Monies from this fund can-

not be accessed without a 
full vote of the membership. 

Dr. Maloney understood 
that the value of the QTC to 
its members as well as the 
community at large is-im- 
measurable. His life was one 
which was marked by excel- 
lence, achievement and ded- 
ication. His dedication was 
felt most profoundly by his 


family, but extended to his - 


profession, his country and 
community. 

QTC — founded in 1887 
and now in its 132nd year 
— is a unique club which at 
its inception was developed 
to promote tennis and the 
physical and social well- 
being of its members. Dr. 
Maloney knew the value of 
the club: he served on the 
board of governors for 20 
years and served two terms 
as president. Importantly, 
though he. was not presi- 
dent at the time of fire, he 
stepped up to save the club. 
Many people have benefit- 
ted from his effort and will 
continue to so in the future. 

The founders of QTC 


were more than a cen-- 


tury ahead of their time. 
Researchers in Denmark 
recently published a long- 
term study showing that 
tennis players live longer 
than people who participate 
in othér activities such as 
jogging, swimming or bicy- 
cling. Tennis players live an 
average of 9.7 years longer 
than those who do not exer- 
cise at all. The key factor in- 
creasing longevity for tennis 
players as opposed to other 
activities was the social in- 
teraction involved in tennis. 

“Dr. Maloney’s family is 
honored to have him post- 
humously receive the club 
house dedication,” Tracy 
Maloney said. “Like the 


founding members of the 
club, his wish was that QTC 
would always live on for the 
joy of playing tennis and the 
well-being it provides.” 

Tennis and the Quincy 
Tennis Club were important 
comerstones in Dr. Malo- 
ney’s remarkable life. 

“The Quincy Tennis 
Club played a huge role in 
my father’s life. If you stand 
at the base of the driveway 
you can look up and see the 
house where he was born,” 
Tracy Maloney said at the 
dedication. “He was a self- 
taught tennis player and in 
today’s world where every- 
thing is so scheduled and 
regimented and lessoned, he 
learned by watching others 
and where did he learn it? 
He learned the game here,” 
she said from the clubhouse 
patio overlooking the club’s 
five clay tennis courts. 

Dr. Maloney attended 
Boston College High School 
which did not have a tennis 
team. Still, he continued to

History Of The Quincy Tennis Club - Important Dates, Facts

Quincy Tennis Club 
Here is a condensed his- 

tory of the Quincy Tennis 
Club from documentation 
taken from QTC 100th and 
125th anniversary books. 
Saturday, Sept. 3, 
1887 — Quincy Tennis Cub 
formally opens, with two 
courts, at its first location 
on Bigelow Street, between 
Bigelow and Elm near the 
junction of the two streets. 
Two more courts 
added on the other side 
of the brook, later. These 
were the first tennis courts 
in Quincy of which there is 
record. Dues: $2/yr. men, 
$1/yr. women. During this 
time, onlookers watched the 
play from carriages as well 
as settees placed along the 
courts. By the close of the 


were 


first season there were thir- | 


ty-two members. 
As successful as this club 


appeared to be, interest in 
tennis lagged, so that after 
the 1892 season the club 
went out of existence. 

1900 - Then, in 1900 a 
new club grew from the in- 
terest in tennis of James M. 
Nowland, Arthur W. Hall, 
John O. Hall, Jr., Walter E. 
Burk, Ernest Burk, and a 
few others, who obtained 
from Dr. N. S. Hunting per- 
mission to build a tennis 
court or courts on his prop- 
erty on Whitney Road near 
Woodward Avenue. 

The name adopted for the 
club was “Whitney Road 
Tennis Club.” This title 
was used for but one year 
after which the old name 
of Quincy Tennis Club was 
revived and has been the of- 
ficial name ever since. 

1902 - In 1902, a new 
clubhouse was built at a cost 
of about $600 and covered 
by members’ donations. 


1912 - In 1912 the club 
purchased a plot behind the 
corner of Glendale Road 
and Goffe Street (now 
President’s Lane) from the 
Adams Family, its location 
for the past century. The 
shingle-style clubhouse - 


built in 1902 - was moved 
from the Whitney Road 
neighborhood to this new 
lot, now 19R Glendale Rd., 
that is the current home of 
the Quincy Tennis Club 
1978 - On the night before 
Thanksgiving in November, 


1978, the clubhouse burned 
beyond repair. The 76 year- 
old, shingle-style building 
was a total loss. Dr. Philip 
L. Maloney, then president, 
spearheaded the building of 
a new facility. 

1979 — The new club- 
house opened for members 
of Quincy Tennis Club. 
This clubhouse stands to- 
day, a testimony to Dr. Ma- 
loney’s love of the game and 
Quincy Tennis Club which, 
in his words, he considered 
“a gift to all of us”. 

Other points: The club 
membership at the end of 
1901 was 50 men and 9 la- 
dies. These figures fluctu- 
ated somewhat from year to 
year and reached a high for 
the period in 1909 with 65 
men and 21 Women. Junior 
membership started in 1907 
being open to those under 
14 years of age at half the 
regular fee. 
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membership during World 
War II, the club has seen 
a steady increase over the 
years, until at the present 
time the membership is ap- 
proximately 220 members 
comprised of 30 families, 
122 men, 96 women, and 2 
in the junior categories. 
About QTC, today: 
Quincy Tennis Club is 
a private, tennis-only, club 
that has five outdoor, red 
clay courts and a clubhouse 
with men’s and women’s 
showers, toilets and a com- 
mon, inside area and large 
porch that overlooks the 
five courts. It is open May 
through mid-November. 
There currently are open 
memberships available. 
Cost for a family member- 
ship is $425/yr. and adult- 
single is $300/yr.

~ Your Honda uses an outer-axle and an intermediate axle 
- shaft. The outer axle connects to the intermediate shaft 
which in turn connects to the transmission where the inner 
axle seal was leaking. To replace the axle seal, you would 
need to remove the axle shaft. To replace the C/V boot you 
would need to at least partially disassemble the steering/sus- 
pension system to perform the repair. In my opinion there 
would be at least some labor overlap if both repairs were 
completed at the same time. If this were my car I would go 
back to the dealer and ask them to either adjust the bill or 
give you.a credit for future service. 

My 2006 Honda Odyssey had timing belt replaced 
60,000 miles ago in 2011. The Honda dealer now recom- 
mends a new timing belt because it is eight years old. 
What do you think? 

I believe the dealer is giving you good information. It is 
the combination of time and mileage that can cause timing 
belt failure. The engine in the Honda Odyssey is considered 
an interference engine. If the timing belt fails, the valves 
age. At the same time the repair technician should also in- 
spect the water pump and timing belt tensioner. 

We recently purchased two new vehicles with Gen- 
eral Motors 2.0-liter turbocharged engines. The cars are 
great, providing us with 50 percent better mileage than 
their V6 and V8 predecessors with no difference in per- 
formance. We have been using regular gas as opposed 
to the recommended premium fuel. Are we doing any 
long-term damage to the cars? 

If the vehicle owner’s manual “recommends” premium 
fuel it is permissible to use 87 octane fuel and you will not 
have any long-term issues. If the manual states premium 
fuel is required it is necessary to use only premium fuel. 
Several years ago, AAA engineering performed several sci- 


“entific tests and found that even in vehicles that showed a 


slight increase in horsepower or fuel economy, the extra cost 
of premium fuel didn’t offset any mile per gallon benefit. 
Rather than spend money on higher octane fuel, purchase 
TopTier gasoline. It has additional additives that minimize 
combustion chamber deposits which helps with overall per- 
formance. — 

We spend five months of the year in our Las Vegas 
home where we keep a 2010 Honda Civic, which I pur- 
chased new. It currently has approximately 13,500 miles 
on it. Other than once a year oil changes and a one-time 
replacement of the coolant, I liaven’t done anything else 
to maintain the vehicle. Are there other things I should 
do when I next arrive back in Las Vegas at.the end of 
October to properly maintain my Honda? Obviously, we 
don’t put many miles on it each season, but I want to 
keep it in the best condition possible. 

Many parts can just fail due to age. I would have a gen- 
eral service shop or dealer take a look at the car and give it 
an overall checkup. Rubber parts such as tires, drive belts, 
coolant hoses, flexible brake lines can all fail with age. In 
addition, I would look at the mechanical aspects of the brake 
system. The brake calipers can stick, from lack of use and 
the brake fluid can become contaminated. The typical life of 
a battery in the Northeast is about five years and shorter in 
Las Vegas heat, so it would make sense to look at the bat- 
tery, charging system and starting system. 

I haven’t been able to find anyone who can explain 
this problem. I own a 2005 Honda Accord that I’ve had 
since new. When the car is off, the clock and the light 
for the clock flicker on and off. Typically, the light is on 
for 20 or so seconds and off for 3 seconds. This prob- 
lem started about two months ago. The only thing I have 
ever added to this car was an aftermarket radio, but that 
was five years ago, and this problem has been recent. 
What do you think the problem is and can I just discon- 
nect the clock? 

Odd electrical issues similar to this are usually related 
to the wiring, a faulty diode or a poorly solder joint in the 
clock or in the circuit that powers the clock. You can’t sim- 
ply disconnect the clock since it is part of the climate con- 
trol system. There is a large plug, that connects to the back 
of the air conditioner/heater dashboard control that also in- 
corporates the clock. One thing to try that sometimes fixes 
odd electrical issues, disconnect the battery and touch the 
disconnected positive and negative cables together. This 


will in essence reset the electrical system. Then connect 
the battery-positive cable first then negative cable. If this 
doesn’t work, short of putting a piece of tape over the clock, 
I would suggest going to a specialist that specializes in wir- 
ing repairs. 

We are the original owners of a 1997 Honda Accord 
now with 101,000 miles on it. It’s been leaking some flu- 


id on the garage floor for several years. My mechanic | 
_ Says it’s leaking transmission fluid, yet the level seems 


okay each time it is checked. We are now in our 80s and 
not able to buy a new car. My mechanic says not to use 
transmission stop-leak. What shouldI do? _ 

Transmission stop-leak swells the seals has been blamed 
for causing additional problems. You never actually stated 
where in the transmission the leak was coming from. If it is 
a minor leak, it certainly would make sense to have it fixed. 
If it is a minor leak with an expensive price tag it makes 
more sense just to check the fluid periodically and add as 
required to keep the fluid level in the “safe” zone. 

I own a 2009 Mazda 3 with 126,000 miles. The last 
two times that I had the car serviced at two different 
service centers, I was told the tires did not need to be 
rotated, even though I had requested that service. I have 
always had the tires rotated every 5,000 or so miles and 
am baffled by this, considering it was two different plac- 
es and would have had to pay for the service. Has the 
thinking on tire rotation practices changed? 

Mazda recommends that the tires on your car get rotated 
every 7500 miles. My shops that I know of to try to save 
their customers a little money will look at the tires on their 
vehicle and if wearing evenly will suggest not rotating them. 
The reason is that in some cases during tire rotate some ve- 
hicles (not yours) require reprograming of the tire pressure 
sensors. According to Mazda the labor to rotate four tires is 
four-tenths of an hour. At today’s labor rates this could be 
$50 or more. 

My 2008 Dodge Dakota V8 pickup regularly shows a 
check engine light. We’ve had a Dodge dealer perform 
a self-test which and then a computer reset. We 
have also replaced the gas cap and a vent valve on the 
gas tank and purge-valve. The check engine light contin- 
ues. Any suggestions? 

I would suggest still working with the original shop that 


_ is trying to diagnose the issue. If the check engine light is 


coming on a computer fault code is being set. Although the 
code will not pinpoint the exact cause it will point the tech- 
nician in the right direction. Some of even the best shops 
will rely on third party technical assistance service such as 
Identifix to help the technician with previously verified re- 
pairs. 

I’m always interested in advice columns: personal, 
home improvement and cars. I learn things from all of 


them, even about cars. Now I need a little advice. My 


new Hyundai Sonata (24-liter engine) is a year old and 
has 7,800 miles on I and I have had the oil changed twice. 
Recently I received a email reminder from the car dealer 
that stated my car is overdue for its 15,000 mile service. 
I just had the oil changed in the last month or so. What 
should I do? 

According to the Hyundai’s owner’s manual the oil 
should be changed every 7,500 miles or 12 months which- 
ever comes first. The recommendation is most likely based 
on average driving and not your specific driving style and 
habits. To me it sounds like you are taking good care of your 
vehicle. 

The owner’s manual for my 2014 Honda Accord im- 
plies that I need to get any new tires at a Honda dealer, 
otherwise the tire pressure warning system will no lon- 
ger work. Is this true or just a marketing ploy? Is it 
necessary to replace the valves and transmitters when 
changing the tire? Can tire dealers perform the steps 
needed to register the new valves and transmitters? 

You can purchase tires anywhere for your Honda Accord. 
The tire pressure warning systems won’t need to be repro- 
gramed if the wheels are put back in the same location. If 
the tires are not put back in the same location, nearly every 
tire store and many general service shops have tire pressure 
(TPMS) monitor programming tools. Regarding the life of 
a TPM sensor, most will last seven to ten years. I would 
expect the sensors in your vehicle to last through the: next 
set of tires before the batteries that power the sensors fail. 

I haven’t had cars with problems, but now I do, We 
have a 2012 Audi A6 with only 66,000 miles on it. The 
dealer says that one rear differential seal “is just starting 
to leak” and will cost about more than $1,000 to replace. 
What is going on here and do I really need to replace it? 

I would start with a second opinion to determine what is 
actually wrong and to see what is meant by just starting to

leak. It is. not unusual for some seals to have a slight amount 
of seepage as they age. The seals in the rear differential run 
any where from $20 to $250 and can take up to five hours 
to replace. After the second opinion you should be able to 
determine if this is a case of a part needing replacement or 
“watchful-waiting.” 

I have a 2017 BMW 5 series diesel wagon which may 
be one of the best vehicles that I have owned except for 
one thing. Periodically the check engine light will come 
on and go into some sort of fail-safe mode, I shut the car 


off, wait a couple of minutes and restart it and all is fine. . 


This has happened 4 - 5 times in the part 18 months. The 
dealer just shrugs it off and tells me they can’t do any- 
thing if the car is running fine. Short of having the car 
towed with the engine running to demonstrate is to the 
dealer, what do I do? 

I did a little research and it looks like BMW did issue a 
technical service bulletin that describes this problem. The 
repair involves a wiring harness repair. I would return to the 
dealer and ask them to review any pertinent technical bul- 
letins that apply to this condition. 

When I once worked on cars there were alternators 


_and yoltage regulators and that is about all you.needed 


to know if a car battery died. Now from what I under- 
stand computers are part of the equation. Why is every- 
thing so complex? 

The electrical system is one of the most important sys- 
tems in today’s vehicles. Recently I was reading about a 
Chevrolet Malibu that came into a shop with multiple com- 
puter codes and a dead battery. The shop replaced the bat- 
tery, but the problems remained. The problem was a faulty 
generator control module. It is extremely critical with so 
many computers on today’s cars that the electrical system 
operates perfectly. Before computer controls this precise 
voltage monitoring wasn’t as necessary. 

I have a 2007 Ford F-250 that I used as a plow truck 
and now just use for trips to the dump. Recently there 


was a noise under the truck, and it was the exhaust rat- 


tling. When the truck was on the lift, the mechanic called 
me out in the shop and the frame looked like swiss-cheese 
and the brake lines were all rotted as well. I know the 
truck is 12 years old but is this normal and why didn’t 
I get any warning? By the way what do you think of the 
new Ford Ranger pick-up? 

You are not the only person with a rusted-out Ford pick- 
up truck. The problem with rust is that the vehicle can per- 
form perfectly until it rusts into pieces. The rust we are see- 
ing now is at least partially attributed to the chemicals that 
are put on the roads to prevent freezing in winter. Periodic 
inspections would have given you a hint of things to come. 
Regarding the Ford Ranger, I have yet to drive one and have 
only seen two on the road. When I did first see the Ranger 
on the road it was bigger than I expected and, in my opinion, 
may compete too closely with the Ford F-150. 

I recently had the front brakes repaired at my auto 
repair shop which I authorized and was surprised when 

‘I got the bill that the car needed both brake pads and 
rotors. In years past I was always able to get at least 
two and sometimes three sets of brake pads to one set of 
brake rotors. I trust my mechanic but what is going on 
with brakes in newer cars that they wear out so easily. 

There was a time when brake rotors were “overbuilt”, 
they were heavy and larger than they needed to be. To- 
day vehicle designers and engineers are constantly trying 
to save weight and build safe efficient vehicles. Today the 
modern braking system in a vehicle is better than it has ever 
been. Stopping times are reduced, pedal feedback is great 
and in many cases brake pad life is quite good, The down 
side is that as brake pads need replacement it is typical that 
the brake rotors are worn, warped or pitted and need to be 
placed. That being said the replacement of brake pads and 
rotors together deliver in my opinion a better stopping ex- 
perience. 
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On Wednesday, June 19, at approximately 2:20 p.m., Of- 
ficer James Parisi was on patrol driving by the strip mall on.

The suspect 
started walking away from the officer after repeated orders 
to stop, so the officer took hold of his arm and again told 
him to stop. The suspect adamantly stated that he didn’t do 
anything and took another step away with the officer still 
holding his arm. 

The suspect, who was three inches taller and 25 pounds 
heavier and. appeared to be in good physical condition con- 
tinued to move away. He was holding a cell phone in his 
hand, which concerned the officer because this could be a 
potential weapon. 

With the suspect’s refusal to obey renioteble and simple 
commands and fearing the situation would escalate if not 
quickly controlled, the officer told the suspect to put his 
hands behind his back. Instead of complying, the suspect 
tried turning to face the officer directly in close quarters, so 
Officer Parisi attempted to place the suspect’s arm behind 
his back. Instead of complying, the suspect started to drop 
his hand to. his waist near the front.of his right hip. 

Concerned he was trying to access a weapon or setting 
himself up to hit the officer with his phone, the officer used 
an arm -bar move to guide him to the ground. The technique 
brought the suspect to the ground where he immediately 
started trying to gain a position of advantage by getting on 
his side while using his légs to kick at the officer. During 
one of these attempts, the officer felt a sharp stinging sensa- 
tion and later discovered his knee was bleeding. 

The suspect continued to resist as Officer Parisi re- 
quested assistance over the radio, Officers Potter, Goggin

The woman, feeling threatened and sensing e danger, said 
she could give them money if they would go back in the car. 
The woman told the man to go back into the car and then 
tried to haggle for more money. The victim said that she 
only had $100. 

The woman gave the victim a gold chain and a ring and 
told her she could take one for the money. The victim said 
she didn’t want the jewelry and was only giving money be- 
cause of concern for the baby. The victim said at that point 
the woman got back in the car and they drove off. 

Scams involving jewelry are not new. Using a baby 
preys on a victim’s emotions. Other variations of this scam 
asks for gas money to get home to emergencies or for food. 
The jewelry in question is usually valued at less than $10!

18.30.010 Purpose. It is the purpose of this Ordinance to achieve a reduction in the use 
of disposable plastic shopping bags by retail establishments in the city, thereby advancing 
solid waste reduction, protecting marine ecosystems, protecting waterways, and reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions. This Ordinance seeks to reduce the number of plastic bags that 
are being used, discarded and littered, and to promote the use of reusable check-out bags 
and recyclable paper bags by retail establishments located in the city.

A. “Disposable plastic shopping bag” shall mean any retail check-out bag made pre- 
dominantly of plastic, derived either from petroleum, natural gas, or a biologically based 
source, such as corn or other plant sources, which is provided to the customer at the point 
of sale.

E. “Retail establishment” shall mean any commercial enterprise, whether for or not 
for profit, including, but not limited to: restaurants, pharmacies, convenience stores, grocery 
stores, liquor stores, seasonal and temporary businesses, jewelry stores, and household 
goods stores. 

When not inconsistent with the context, words in the singular number include the plural. 
The word “shall” is always mandatory and not merely directory. 

18.30.030 Disposable Plastic Shopping Bags Prohibited. No retail establishment shall 
provide a disposable plastic shopping bag to any customer for the purpose of enabling the 
customer to carry away goods from the point of sale.

ing money payment for various reasons, such as late fees or 
failure to pay a ticket. The demand may be followed by the 
threat of the Police coming to your home or a warrant be- 
ing issued for your arrest. This is followed by instructions 
on how to make payment, usually by buying gift cards. 

Sometimes the scammers will leave a message for you 
to call a number for further instructions and if you don’t 
call, you will be arrested. When you call the number, a 
recording may say that no one is available to answer your 
call or the message service is full. The scammers make 
note of your telephone number and then call back to ex- 
pand the scam, demanding payments over and over. 

IMPORTANT! The Quincy Police Department does 
not call people to tell them that they owe money. Police 
departments are not collection agencies. As for spoofing, 
there is little that can be done about it at this time, but if it 
is a recording demanding payment, just hang up. 

Keep in mind, if “Quincy Police” shows up in your ID 
window, it is recommended that you pick up the call to 
check if it is the Quincy Police Department. If in doubt 
about the content of the message, be sure to call Quincy 
Police Communications and tell them what happened. 
They can quickly confirm or uncover the credibility of the 
call.
